The reply filed on 9/8/2008 is not fully responsive to the Requu-ement for Restriction/Election mailed 4/21/2008 because of the 
following omission(s) or matters(s): Applicant has not fully responded to the species elections set Ibrlh on page 3 ol'lhc Requirement 
for Restriction/Election mailed 4/21/2008 (see 37 CFR 1.11 1(b)). Apphcant called the examiner on 6 October 2008 lo notify her thai 
a signed copy and a "formula" election had in fact been made in the Response filed 9/8/2008. Based on the slalemenis ol' Applicant's 
representative during that conversation the examiner was led to believe that Apphcant had fully complied with the species elections 
and that the duplicate paperwork submission was an oversight by ihc examiner (see Interview Summary, mailed 1 1/7/2008). The 
examiner's statement in the interview summary that a fu-st action on ihc merits would be forth coming was stated prior to the 
examiner's reahzation (and the silence of Applicant's representative) that Applicant had not responded to all of the required species 
elections. Upon further review of the case, the examiner finds that Applicant did not in fact elect a species of structures from 
structures a, b, c, d, e, and f (claim 1 1 ), g (claim 1 6), or h and i (claim 21). Likewise, Applicant did not elect a species of cytokine 
from among IL-2R (claim 13), IL-2 (claim 15), IL-4R (claim 18), IL-4 (claim 20), EPOR (claim 23), and EPO (claim 25). Apphcant's 
attention is directed to pages 3 and 4 of tiie Requirement for Restriction/Election mailed 4/21/2008. Accordiagly, until Applicant's 
representative complies with the REQUIRED RESPONSE to elect ALL species fi-om those set forth in the Restriction Requirement, 
mailed 4/21/2008, no examination can be conducted. Applicant's representative is also reminded of his duties under 37 CFR 1.56.
